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Ingenuous Conatrymen, 
He caufe of my writing this following Difcourfe was 
occafioned by an accidental perufal of a {mall Pamphlet, 
entituled, 4 brief Declaration againft fudicial Afiro- 
logy ; the. which doth feem to me to be done by one 
who hath fold his Jxgennity to fome Clergy-man for a reward, to 
fpeak evil of that which he underftands not: for had he known 
the fubje& againft which he profeffech himfelf an enemy, he 
would have found better Arguments to have overthtown what 
he oppofed. But feeing that the Author hath put him “lf upon 
the Stage, and become fome Priefts Champion, and hath prociaim- 
ed-the Victory and Conqueft over thofe two exe:licnc Arts of 
Magickand Astrology in his own conceit ; yet for my own part 
I fee nothing againft them {nbf{tantially, but.a {lender det.omina- 
B . tlon 
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tion of them, and then concluding them to beDjiabolical, but 
nothing proved : ‘Surely he wanted the Learning of fome Chema- 
vim Prieft to havemade good the Conqueft, But feeing he is fo, 
yalorous as to fight with hisown fhadow, mad-man-like ; for 
Magick and eAstrology he never touched, becaufe they are both 
taken. up too high for his {quint-eyed refpects to have the lealf 
{peculation of, | 

But now give me leave to declare my prefent Apprehenfion of 
Magick and Astrology, what they are; and what are the grounds 
of them. 

What Magick is. 


rt, for Atagick (miftake me not) I go not about to juftific 
iz all Arts, whichate falfly called fo; but for A¢agick it felf, 
which Art (faith AZirandula) few underftand, and many repre- 
hend ; as Dogs bark at thofe they know not, fo they hate and 
condemn the things they underftand not: And it is too true, as 
one faith, that many men abhor the name and word ( Adagos ) 
becaule of Simon Magus, who being notindeed Adagvs, but 
Goes (that is) familiar withevil {pirits, uiurped chat Title. For 
Magick, Conjuring, and Witchery, are far differing Arts, which 
Pliny being ignorant of, {coffed thereat: But Alagus is a Perf- 
an word, whereby is expreft {uch a one as is altogether conver- 
fant in divine things; And (as P/ato affrmeth) that the Art of 
Magick is an Art of worlhiping of God. And fometimes the 
word AZagus isa Name of him that isa God by Nature, and 
fometimes of him that is converfant in.the fervice and worlitip of 
God: inthe latter fence tt is taken, Adatth. 2, 1. And thisis the 
higheft kinde, which Piccolominy, called Divine Adagick: and 
thefe are they that are called w/e men ; For the fear. and worfhip 
of God is the beginning of knowledg: And thefe .are the men 
which the Greeks called Philofophers, the Egyptians termed them 
Priests ;- with, the Hebrews they were called Cabalisis, Pros 
phets, Scribes and Pharijees; amonglt the Babylonians. they 
were differenced by-the names of Chaldeans: amongft the Per- 
fans, Magicians : Andtheretore one fpeaking of ( Haffases) one 
of the ancient: A¢agicians, ufethy thele, words, Hews ane whe 
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Magick & Aftrology vindicated. Z 
afcribed the due Adajefty tothe true God: Healfo hath delivered, 
that there are Devils earthly and wandering, and Enemies to 
Mankinde. So alfo the late Kings Father, in his Book of Demo- 
nology, confefieth, that in the ‘Perfian Tongue the word ( AZa- 
Gus) sports as much as 4 Contemplator of Divine and Heavenly 
Sciences: and healfoavoweth, that under the name of AZagick, 
uotruly all diabolical and wicked Arts are comprehended. And is 
it not fo indeed, when thofe thar profefs themfelves Pra@ticioners 
in the Adagéck Art, as the Author of that ridiculous Pamphlet 
terms himfelf, fhould not be able to diftinguith betwixt thae 
whichis AZagick truly, and what is falfly termed fo? For that 
Magick which the late Kings Father did condemn, was that, 
wherein the Devil isa party, and not that lawful Magick which 
he juftifies, the which he doth diftinguith from Necromancy, 
Witchcraft, and the reft ; of all which he hath writlearnedly, So 
alfo we read in the fecond of Davie! of four kindes of wife men, 
viz. Inchanters, and the Astrologians, Sorcerers, and Chalde- 
ans: he firft, according to the Opinion of fome, were Philo- 
fophers, according to the Note of Vatablus, which is this, that 
the Magiare the fame withthe Barbarians, as the Philofapbers 
ate with the Grecsams, (that is to fay) Men that profefs the know- 
ledg of all chings both divine and humane: And according tothe 
Opinion of that worthy Gentleman Sir Halter Rawley, whofe 
words are thefe ; That the Greeks and the Exghfh call. them Ju. 
chanters; Junius, Magicians; Caftalion, ( «mjetiurers ; and 
in the Syrian they are all four called by one naine, viz. the Wife 
nsen of Babel, 

The fecond fort funius and onr Englifh call Aftrologians it~ 
rom and the Septuagint,. Magicians. 

The third kinde the Septuagint calls witches or Poyfuers, our 
Englith, Sorcerers. | 

The fourth fort were Chaldeans, who profeft themflves to 
be able to foretell the Events of things, both Nacuraland Humane. 

There tga kinde of AZagick,, being part of Aftrolagy, which 
hathre(pect to Sowing, and Planting, and all kindes of Husbandry, 
which is nothing elfe but the knowledg of the motious and influ 
enees of the Stars in thefe lower Elements. 
B2 And 
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Andas Philo-Pudeus atfirmeth, That by this part of AZagick , 
or Astrology, together with the Motions of the Stars and Hea- 
venly Bodies, Abraham found out the Knowledg of the true God, 
while he lived in Chalde; And, as one faith, He knew the Cre- 
ator by his contemplating on the Creature. And 7 ofephus repott- 
eth, that Abraham taught the Egyptians Grit in the Art of AStro- 
nomy and Arithmetick , which before thar, they had no know- 
ledg of them: And, according to the faying of another Author, 
thar Abraham, the holieft and wifeft of men, did firft teach the 
Chaldeans, then the Phenicians, and lattly the Eg ptian Prielts, 
A Strology and Divine Kuowledg. , 
But there is another kinde of AZagick , which doth contain the 
whole Philofophy of Nature,which 1s that which bringeth to light 
the hidden Vertes, and drawing them ont of Natures Bofom, and 
converting them to humane ufes, by applying thofe things that 
work to thofe chat fuffer ; and thus it ts defined. 


A Definition of Magick, 


Mc is the Connexion of Natural Agents and Patients, 
antwerable each to other, wrought by a wife man, to the 
bringing forth of fuch or fuch effects, as are wondertul to thofe 
that know not their Canfes. 

And this is that which hath layn under terms of Ignominy to 
this day: Ignorance producing Admuration, and Admiration 
Sufpicion, and then an andeferved Cenfure paft upon the work, ot 
action, terming it tobe Diabolical ; and fo atcributing the fecret 
workings, which che divine Wifdom hath placed in the fecret bo- 
fom of Nature, toa Diabolical Power and Property, when it 1s 
nothing elfe but a matual application of Natural Vertues, Agent 
and Suffering reciprocally : And thofé chat were converfant in this 
excellent Science in former times, were otherwife thought of, 
then now they are. For, as Pencer truly obferveth, that the AZa- 

i were the chief Minifters of the Perfian Religion, as the Levites 
were among{t Gods people, and they were given to the ftudies of 
true Philofophy : neither could any be Kings of the Perfians, who 
had not been firftexercifed in the myfteries and knowledg of the 
Magi. And this lawful JZagick, which Ido here fpeak of, was

commended by Origen, that learned man, who doth molt ingenu- 
onfly declare, That it doth appertain to the practick part of Na- 
tural Philefophy , teaching .to work admirable things by the mu- 
tual application of Natural Vertues. And 7eroms, in his Commen- 
turies upon Daniel, ufeth thefe words; But common cuftom 
(faith he) taketh AZugicians for Witches, who are otherwife re- 
puted in their own Nation, for they are the Philofophers of the 
Chaldeans : yea Kings and Princes of that Nation do all that they 
doaccording tothe knowledg of that Att: whence, at rhe Nati- 
vity of the Lord our Saviour, they firft of all underftood his Birth ; 
and coming unto Bethlehem did worthip the Childe, the Star 
from above fhewing him unto them. 

So it is clear, that there isa great deal of difference between the 
Do@trine of a AZagician truly, and the abufe of the word. Buc 
if you will beleeve the Author of that Pamphlet, he will tell you 
that he isa A¢agician inthefe ourdays, who having entereda 
combination with the Prince of Darknefs, ufeth his help in any 
matter; but the Art of AZzgicé is of the wifdom of Nature: But 
as for other Arts, which have aflumed the Title of AZagick , they 
were invented by the fubtilry and falfhood of the Devil; and in 
this there is none other Doctrine, then the ufe of certain Ceremo- 
nies by an eviland wicked faith: in the other none evil, but the 
inveftigation of thofe admirable Vertues, and occult: Properties, 
which that infinite Wifdom hath beftowed and. given to his Crea- 
tures; and how fitly to apply thofe things that-are to work, to 
thofe things that are to fufter. And thofe men that were ftudious 
inthis Art were called the AZagi, which ( Peter Adartyr {aith) 
the Ancievts underftood to be good ana wife men, And as Ficinus 
faith, O thou fearfulone, why doubteft thon to ufe the name of 
Magis, aname gracious in the Gospe/, which doth not fignifie'a 
Witch, ora Conjurer, buta Wife man, and a Prief ? And what_. 
hath brought fo much flander upon this excellent knowledg, but 
bafe and idle Ignorance, which indeed:is the mother of Admirati- 
on? Bur give me leave to go yet further :. This Art doth not onely 
enable usin the true knowledg of thofe fecret Vertues. which are: 
wrapped up in the bofom of Nature, but it may in fome meafare 
bring us to the true knowledg of the Divinity of Christ; and to. 
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Ca 
le Mirandula’s words; For by understanding (faith he) the nts v0 
moft activity of Natural Agents, we are affifted to know the Di- fe 
vinity of Chrift ; for otherwife, the terms and limits of Natural het 
Power and Vertue not rightly underftood, we wut needs doubt cal 
whether thefe very works Which Chrift aid, ‘may not be done by oe 
natural means; and therefore I fay not heretically, nor [uperftiti- ho 
onfly, but moft truly and catholiquely, that by [uch Magick we bi 
are furthered in knowing the Divinity of Chriff. And feeing the di 
fews, and other the Enemies of Chriftian Religion, do impu- ct 


dently and impioufly object, that thofe Miracles which Chriit 
wrought were not above Nature, but by the exquifire knowledg . 
thereof performed; and as that learned Doftor Stanghton faith 
‘nia fall Treatife of his, that the Pews have a blafphemous Fable, 
that our Saviour found out the right. pronunciation of the Name of 
God, the Tetragrammaton, and that wrought all his Miracles. 
Bat Afiranduld, 2 man for his years fuller of the knowledg of Na- 
ture, then any of thefe latter times, might with Reafon avow, 
that the utmoft limits of Natures works being knows, that the 
works which Chrift did (which no man could do) do maniteftly 
declare of themfelves, that they were wrought by a Hand which 
held Nature herein but asa penGil, and by a Power infinitely Su- 
treme and Divine. Butonthe contrary, there may be many won- 
derfule fects brought topals, by the Magical operation of Na- 
tural Vertnes, fuch as may produce no {mall admiration in thofe 
that underftand not the fecret workings and products of thofe ver- 
tues; for it is undoubtedly cre, that all Secondary Caufes do ne- 
ceflarily work, and neceflarily produce their proper efteCts, by ver-

ed Adiracles: For whereas, by the commandand order of the frit 
shige Caufe 
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Canfe, the fecondary Caufes (which P/ato, and others, calls /er- 
vants) do neceflarily work, and_neceffarily produce their proper 
effects, yet fometimes, according to the pleafure of the firlt Caule, 
their Miniftry is either fafpended, or.finifhed, that they wholly 
ceafe ftom that neceffary command and order ; and thefe are the 
greatelt Miracles of God. So the Sun,at che requeft of Fo/zah, 
fiood {till for the {pace of a whole day. So, at the defireof Exe- 
kias, it went back temhours. Sothe fire inthe Chaldean fornace 
did not ¢onfume the three Children. So when that our Saviour 
Chrift did fuffer ata full Moon, the Sun was eclipfed. 

But if the Miniftry of thefe fecondary Caufes be not fufpended 
ot finifhed, then they fhew forth their proper powers and vertues,. 
in theit feveral effects, according tothat order in. the which the 
Wildom of the firft Caufe ordained, them.

Power and Vertue (as the firft Original of all Power and Vertue)

it thofe Powers exifting in the nature of all things are moved, the 
which Powers are the operations of the Idea’s, under the chief 
Caufe, which do not err, but by the impurity and inequality of 
the matter + for celeftial Influences may be hindered by the confu- 
fion and unfitnefs of the matter receiving, whence the Platonicks 
had that Proverb, Fhat Celeftsal Vertues were infufed, according 


0 the defert of the matter : Wherefore in thofe things, in the 
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Magick and eA firology vindicated, 9 
which thefe Celestial Powers and Virtues are lefs drowned and 
incumbered inthe matter receiving, have more powerful operat:- 
ons,'and produce more admirable effects, when thofe things are fit- 
ly colleéted. prepared,and duly applyed to their Patient, the which 
application {tirs up that fecret and hid virtwe of the Agent, and 
produceth the like guality in the: thing annexed. As for inftance ; 
Salt, the {ccret virtue of which lieth hid in it {elf,uncil that there is 
annexed to it a reciprocal #atter, which moves and ftirs up thac 
virtue, {fo that it is infufed into the matter joyned to it, the which 
matter, according to the quality of its receivingneds, is alfo able ta 
infufe the like property into other things joyned toit. Soalfo the 
Load-fione doth infule its fecret virtve into /row, approaching 

“near to it, and doth fo falten the virtwe|to the /ron, that icis able 
allo to draw /rox to it felf; anfwerable to that power of Atiraéiz- 
ow that it hath received from the Lowd-stove ; and this arifes 
from that reciprocal property which is in the matter affected, the 
which is wrought upon, and moved by the fecret virtue of the 
Agent applyed, Thisalfo we find to be produced upon the Infe- 
tiors, by thé virtne and influence ‘of the Superiors, for the Celcftial 
Powers do work the like in Terreftials ; for we fee that the AZooz 
doth attract the vaft body of the Waters, fo that they anfwer in 
their ebbingsand flowings thole diverfity of Points that the cuts 
-in the Heavens in her Diurnal Motion. So likewile the Heliotre- 
pins, that fober Herb, who correfponds with the motionof the 
Sun bya fecret virtue, which doth declare that there is fomething 
of the Sua and AZoons virtue infufed, by the which they “are 
wrought to fuch obedience. -Doth not the Marigold, and many 
other flowers, open their bloffoms at the Sus rifing, as if they did 
‘rejoyce at his approach, and fold themfelves in, as if they mourned 
for his departure? All whichis from» that fecret Agreensent and 
‘Correfpondency of their virtwes.: For my own part, I am per- 
fwaded, that all chings that are under the Luner Globe in this infe- 
‘tior world, fubject to geweration and corruption, they arealfo in 
the Céleftial world; bur invaccertain, celeftial: manner y fo;alfo in 
the IntelleQtual world; but ofa far more! perfect and benterliamp, 
and laftly moft perfe@tin the o4rchitype: And inthis orden every 


thing below. doth anfwer to its Superior, and by it tochedhighelt, 
| C accord- 
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to Magick & Aftrology vindicate 
according to its proper ind, aod doth receive virtue from them, 
from the Heavens indeed, that Celeftral Fotce, which fome call the 
Middle Natare, ox the [pirit of the world; and from the Intel- 
je€tual world, that {piricual & living Vapour, being every tranfecn- 
dent virtwe quilifying; and laftly from the Arciutype, by thefe 
means between (according to itsdegree) the original force of all 
Perfeétion. 
Hence every thing may be fitly reduced, from thefe Interiors to 
the Stars, from chem to the /etedigeuces of the fame, and {rom 
thence to the Architype,out of the order of which all AMagickand 
fecret ‘Philofephy doth flow ; for dayly fome natural thing 1s 
drawn by Are, and dayly fome divine thing is drawn by Nature, 
which when fome of the learned Egyptians did behold, they call- 
ed Natureit felfa Aagiciaa, that ts to fay, the Magical Force it 
felf, inthe Attraction of the like by the like, and of things agreeing 
by things thar agree; and the Greeks called fuch e-dttrativons, by 
the mutual Agrecment of Superior with Inferior between them- 
{clves, Sympathy. 

As for inftance :. We know that inthe Elements, Water agrees 
with £arch in Coldnels, Warer with Ayr in Moilinefs, dyr with 
Fire in Heat, Fire with the Heavens inthe Adateria. So Met- 
tals agree with Plants in their Unfenfiblenefs, Plants with Ans 
mals in Growing, Aximals with ALaz in Sence, Afan with: Ane 
gels in Underftanding, Angels with Ged in Immortality. | Soalfo 
Stones and Adetrals agree with Plants, Plants with Animals, 
Animals with the Heavens, the Heavens with the Jutelligences, 
and thofe with the Diviue Properties and Artribates, and with. 
Ged himfelf. So the ‘Divinity anfwers to the Adind, the Adind 
to the Underfianding; the Underftanding to the /ntentions, the 
Intentions to the Reprefentation, the Reprefentation to, the Re- 
ceiving it,.the Receiving to the Senfes, and at laft the Senfes to- 


the thing it {elf For (uch is the binding cogether and continuity 


of Nature, thar that.every Superior virtue doth difperfe its beamas 
throughevery Interior shing, by abong.and, continued rank ows. 
ever tothe ticinoft +) Amd the Infertors doieven-reach to. the High- 


eft by theirofeveral. Superiors, for fo the laferiors; are annexed to: 


the Superiors by each orher, thatthe Influence fromthe Head, the 
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Magick @ Aftralogy vindicated, yo G 
firft:Canfe,.as it were a certain Chain firetehed out, proceedeth 
even to the very Loweft, wherefore if one be touched, it trembles 
ot fhakes wholy on the fudden, and fuch a touching founds even 
to the other end ; agd one Inferior being moved, the Superior is 
alfo moved,unto which that doth anfwer and correfpond : As the 
firing in any Jastrament being touched, caufes all the reft to 
tremble, bite ts 

So it is manifeft; that all Inferior things are pnder the Superiors, 
and after a. manner (asfaith Proclus ) are within each other, to 

wit, the Higheit in the Loweft,and the Loweft in the Higheft : {0 
earthly things are in Heaven, bur as ina celeftial caufe and manner ; 
and the Celcftial are in Earth, bur after an earthly manner,.to wit, 
according to the effe&. So we fay that here are fome things So- 
lar, and fome things Luser, in whichthe San and AZoon doch 
cafe fomewhat of their virtue, whence {uch like things do re- 
ctive very many: operations and propertics, agreeable to the 
operations and properties of the Stars and Siges under which they 
are. , | 

Soif is manifeftly known to all Naturalifts and Phyficians,that 
fober things have relation to the Head and Heart, becaule of Lea 
the Houfe of the Suz, and Aries his Exaltation sand thofe of 

Mars have relation to the Head and Privy parts, becaufe of A- 
ries and Scorpio, the two Houfes of AZars, and fo of thereft. So 
you fee that all Inferior virtwes do correfpond with their-Celc/i- 
al, the Cele(tial with their JnteZeétual, and the Inte#eual with 
the Ideal and efrchitypical, or firft Caufe. 

- Sothe Elements areto be found in all things, but differently ; 
for inthefe Inferior but muddy and thick, but.an the Celeftial more 
pure and bright, in the Super-celeftial living and blefled every ways: 
The Elements are’ therefore the /deas.of things to be produced; in 
the Invelligences as Powers deftributed, in the Heavens as Vir- 
twes, inthele Leferior things as thicker Forms, 

/Sorthe Light, avery formal Quality, and a fimple AG, and 
Image of an. intelligence (or Spirit,) firk is diffuled into ‘all things 
by the divine AZind: but in God himlelf the Father, who is the 
Father of Lights, itisthe firft\avd trae Light ; and afterward in 
the Siew, thecnlightening and- svete Brightuefs of the Fa- 
£232 . 2 7 ther 
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1 Magicr & Afirulogy vii dicated, 
ther inthe Spirit a burning Fulger, exceeding even the tinder- 
ftanding of the Seraphins (as Diony fis faith,) being diffufed jn 
the Angels, it becomes a aiming underftanding, and a foy fhed 
forth above the bounds of Reafon, yet received by divers degrees, 
according to the Nature of. the /nte/ligence receiving ; afterward 
it defcends into the celeffial things, where it is madea plenty of 
life,and an effectual Propogation,and alfo a visible Brightne/s, and 
in the Fire acertain watwral force imprinted by the Cele/tials : 
Lattly, in AZan itis made abright difcourfe of Reafon, and the 
hnowledg of divine things, and wholy rational: And this alfo 1s 
manifelk by the difofitien of the body, as the Peripateticks will 
have it, or which I conceive is more true,according to the pleafure 
of the Caufe giving, which diftribates to every one according to 
his Will; from thence it paffeth the fancy, and as yet ic isabove che 
fenfes, and being only made imagineable, at lengthit attains to the 
enfes, and efpecially to that of the eyes, in that it is made a vsfible: 
clearne/s,and is ftretched forth in each of chefé profpicious bodies, 
in which it becomes a colour, and a foining firene[s 371 dark, 
things it becomes a helpful ingendering virtue, and pierceth even 
into the center, where the beams being collected into a arrow 
fpace, it becomes a dark heat, tormenting and boyling: 

So all feel the force of Light according to their capacity; which 
joyning all things to it felf by a guickewing beat,and going through 
all things that have Being , brings forth their gua/sties and vir- 
tues through every thing. nae 

So you fee that all Jaferior things ave in the Superior, but more 
clear and perfect then here below’; fo all Superior virtues ate to 
be found in the /nferiors, more ot le anfwerable'to the capacity 

of the Receiver, but more grofs and ninddy,’ andor fo powerfal 
and operative as in their Supeyiors. . For'we fee’ by experience, that 
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all Medicines are compofed ot feveralingrediencies, becaule of the 


imperfection of the virtue of one material in its operation, and 
therefore they ftrengthen’ that imperfect property by addition of 
others of the like kind, that\fo they might produce thofe proper 
effeéts propofed by the Arts, Gn} yon eel 

Ingenuous Reader, LT hope by this that AZagic kisno fuel Art ag 
che moft of men ignorantly take it to-be, nor asthe Author of that 
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_ Magick & Aftrology vindicated, rv, 
Pamplet is pleafed to efteem of ‘its for had it been fo; certainly it 
would have been reproved in. Solomon, the wieft of men, who 
without doubt was, excellently acquainted with this Afys#ery . 
for his knowledg in Nature was fuch,and fo perfect, that he knew 
and underftood the virtues and properties of all Trees, Plants,. 
Beafis, Fowls,and Fifoes, withtheit Times and Scafens » he allo 
declared their virtzes.and #/es in the curing of Difeafes, (as Sui- 
das reports,)’ whofe words are to this cffect, That Solomon Wrete 
of the Remedy of all Difeafes, and graved the fame upon the fides: 
of the Porch.of the:Temple, which Exekias pulled down, as the 
fame Author faith. Nay fo/ephxs gocth farther, and faith, thac 
wrote Books of Javocations and Juchantments to cure Difeales, 
and to expel evil Spirits, he alfo fpeaketh of one: Elazarus, who 
by the Root in So/omas Ring, difpofleffed divers perfons of evil 
Spirits inthe prefence of VeSpajian, and many others: Soalfo 
Mofes, the Law-giver and Prince of the Hebrews, endued with 
Magickin Egypt, istead in Fofephus to have made Rings of Love 
and Forgerfulne/s: This Lamvreally pertwaded, that AZofes was. 
very knowing in all the fecrets of Nature, or as one faith, aman 
that was. the moit excellently learned. in all Divine aad Humane. 
Kuowledg ; and for ought as Ido know, was.as: able to: have 
brought forth the Prodzéts of Nature inas admirable a way, as 
did the AZagicians of E gypt before Pharaoh ; for I conceive that 
he was as knowing in the fecret- and occult werkings of Nature asi 
they: “And whereas it is a received Opinion of many, Tharithofe 
Fregs which the Wagicians of Egypt did produce were but falfe 
Semblences ; my opinion is other wife: for Tamireally convinced, 
that 240/es, that man fent and impowered of God-for fo eminent 
a: work, could not be deceived with fach falfe Appearances, But: 
I thalladhere tothe Judgment of that learned Parsfienfes, who, 
faith, That in fach:works the fadden generation of Fregsy Lice, 
and Worms, and {ome other creatures, in all which Nature alone 
worketh, buc:by means f{trengthening the feeds of Nature, and 
quickning them im fuch wife that they.fo haften she work of genca 
wation;thatiit decmech not ito beithework of zatwre co the ignorant: 
which ufually -worketh more flowly;' bue ‘they:chink it ‘to be done. 
by thepoweros Devils ;» but they-who are learned in thote ~

marvel not at fach workings, but glorifie the Creator. Many the 
like things may aad have been dene by no unjuft way or means,but 
wholy by the more fecret and occult workings of Nature, which 
to thole that apprehend nat the way of operation, have had a fur- 
mife of a Diabolical Agent; bur their. sguorance hath mifled 
them; as it doth many at thisday : And I were able to deliver the 
Precep:s of fome learned men for Inftances, but ic may fuffice that 
i have cleared the {ub stantial Grounds of Magick, and have vin- 
dicated that: excellent Avt from thole grofs Calamaves and. Af 
perfions that have been laid upomit, either by men wholy ignorarit 
init, or {uch who have received a prejudice againit it, to bora, I 
fay, that they may as well afperfe the AZag:cal Policy of facod, im 
caufing the frroageft Cattel of Labaw to bring forth (potted young 
ones, by his laying of (potted Rods in the Watering-troughs. and 
gutters, where the female Cattel coming to drink, at what time 
they had coupled with the male, that they then feeing the Rods 
might conceive (petted young ones the which fight wrought feeret=. 
ly upon,and powerfully affected the conceiving and forming facul- 
ty of the Catzel,and fo did enftamp the hike colours npon the thing 
conceived, for that part of the feed which maketh it-frusctal, to

But that they have an Influence and Power over Kingdoms and 
States, in reference to their particular fates and changes, with the 
Manifeftation thereof, itis moft clear, and that from thofe many 
and feveral Experiments that we have feen of late years in thofe 
ftrange and unexpected Cataftrephe’s of this Ifland, and they all 
or moft made ont confpicuonfly, before they did come to pafs, by 
chat worthy Gentleman Mr Lilly, (one whom I much honour for 
his love to his Countty-men, 10 reftoring of this Art, which was 
aloft loft,not only here,but almoft all Ezrope over, whofelearned 
Works, I muftreely acknowledg, were the firft- grounds and caufe 

of wiy prefent attainments, ) and others, who was and are. conver~ 
fant in the jPady of this excellent Art; witnefs thofe feveral 
Books of theirs now extent, which contains nothing elfe but Prog- 
nofticks ot Prophecses of future events, that were fo be brought 
to pats in their fit feafons by means of the Superiors, whore no- 
thirie clfe but. ssinifiring Powers appointed to difperfe or carry 
down thole determinations of the firlt Canfe, committed unto 
them by the /atelligences ruling, and this is that orderly way by 
which the chief Good brings all things to pafsin Nature in this 
inferior world, except thofe immediate Acts, in which all thefe 
Mediums are fulpended, and the firlt Caufe works‘of himfelf, and 
thefe Works are called by us Adiracles; becaufe there is nothing 
of Nature found to co-operatein the work, or in that the Crea- 
tor of all things doth not work in and by thefe means mediating : 
Batwhen thele AZediams have-received thole patterns of .work-

‘Men anid Beaftsjand many’ other ways; toa tedious to be here-de- 

“nominated, ‘all which are the Works of:the Intelligential, Angels, 
which 
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which are the fore-runners of fome ft g 
to befall the World.in general, or fome K wmgdom, State, Cities 
Families,or Perfons, who had their fir beginnings under fuch of 
fuch a determinate H. orofcope, and C elc Rial Conftellation, who 
with their beginnings reccive a wonderful virtye of working or 
fuffering, yea in fuch a manner, that it becomes obedient ro that 
Power ruling it in the Heavens, as our bodies are obedient to out 
Souls ; fo that when the Celeftial Bodies are mo ved toany Change 
or Variation, then are thofe things which are fubjeet to char or 
that Celeftial Body or Conftellation moved and changed anfwer- 
able. Now this intenfive work or change which is determined in 
the firft Caufe,is made manifeft in the Heavens fome {pace of time 
more or lefs before it is brought to pafs upon thefe Inferiors here 
below ; fo that thofe that are learned in the Liberary of H.aven, 
{ees betore- hand what is like to come to pafs upon fuch or fuch a 
Kingdom, State,F amily, or perfons. Now for him that is verfed 
in the knowledg of their Effects, to declare what the intention of 
the firft Caufe is in reference to any of thefe particular ones,thould 
be accounted and termed a Conjurer, Witch, and the like, what 
do they but as much as in ‘them is, to ttigmatife the fecondary 
Caufes, who are fervants to the fir Canfe, to wit,God, who hath 
made and framed them by his unfpeakable Wifdom in fuch a /eries 
and order of corréfpondency, that they anfwer to all rhings more 
or lefs here below, as they agree with the Znteligences and Idea’s 
of all things above; fo that they do neceffarily work, and fo ne- 
teflarily produce their proper effects, upon thofe things chat they 
overn in this inferior world, either to /yve and concord, or to 
rif and enmity, which we call Sood and evil: and the cane 
why they operate not fo ftrongly arid efletually, is becaufe of thé - 
unequality of the matter s for in {uch things in which the fuperi- 
or hath not that Rule and Domination as in others, in thofe che 
work more flowly and imperfect, which is not becaufe of the ix- 
ability of their influence and virtue, but becaufe of the n/uitabi- 
dity ot the Subje@; for they rule in {ome things more, in othcrs 
le(s, yet they produce their effects in all, fuitable to the correfpon 
dency of the matter with them 3 fo that there is nothing in the 
inferior world, which is not more or lefS agrecing with thefe

Celeftial Influences, and Heavenly Virtues. 

But now I fhalldefcend to Particulars, as to declare the particu- 
far Effeats of the fuperior Influences upon particular ones. But 
firft, That they have relation to the World in general, take but 
that one Inftance of Petrus de Aliaco concerning the Univerfal 
Flood, who quoting Albumazer, who did by. Calculation of the 
Motions of the two /uperior Planets tO wit, Saturn and jupiter, 
did find that they did come to Conjunétion in Cancer, @ watery 
Sign, and in che €ourth Houfe of Heaven, the which Sign was (as 
the fame Author doth affirm) the Horofcope of the Heavens firft 
motion, viz. when the Creation was Gnifhed, and all Celeftial 
bodies had received their power of motion,in the which they were 
to continue, for the product of thofe determinate effects upon the 
world, according'to the intention of the firft Canfe. In this par- 
riculat In{tance a curious eye may fee much ; by the which Con- 
janction (as fome learned Authors doth aver) that that juft man 
Noah had the fore-knowledg of the general Deluge: For, asthe 
{aid 4liaco confirmeth, that although Noah did well know the 
Flood by. divine Kevelation, yet this Conjunction being notorious, 
he could not be ignorant of the fecond Caufes from the firft Caufe, 
Cor that was not only a Sign, buc a working Caufe, by its power 
seceived from the firft Caufe, which is God himfelf ; and alfo that 
by che windows of Heaven, Mofes meant this Watery C onjnntti- 
on: The Authors words are thefe ; /¢ pleafed God (faith he) to 
ordain by the conrfe of the Heaveus [uch a Confielation, by the 
which all men might fee therein their own destruction coming, 
and fo forfake thofe wicked Ways whererm they walked, and call 
upon Goa for mercy. And of the fame Judgment yas the learned, 
Parifienfis, who underftood that by the windows of Heaven were 
meant the great Conjunttion of thofe two /uperior Planets, of 
thefe watery Conftellations, Cancer, Pifces,Pleiades,Hyades,and 
Orion ; andof the Planets, Venus and the AZoo, which are the 
forcible Caules of the greatest Iaundations : His.own words are 
thete; [perceive not what the Prophet of the Hebrews meaneth 
by thefe words, the windows of Heaven, unle{s he meaneth there- | 
by thofe Celestial Powers, by whofe influence are engendered the 
Rain, and Inundations of Waters, {uch a are thegvater Signs of 
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Cancer,cc. The which Conjunétion happened (according to the 
opinion of Albumazur) 279 years, 248 days, and hours before 
that. it did fhew its effects upon the interior world: And thusic 
pleafed God, that in the Courfe of his unfearchable Wifdom, that 
this Conjunétion fhould be at fuch a time, by which means there 
was vigour and faculty added for the operation. of every vir- 
tue, by which violent Eruptions of S prings and Fousrains was 
caufed from the abundance of the treasure of their Waters, taking 
retention fromthe Cloxzds,and condenfing ayr into Water,a change 
familiar in thefe Elemeats,by the Miniftry of bis Angels,the which 
is the ordinary way ofthe firft Caufe, for the producing of his de- 
terminations upon the inferior world ; I mean, by {uch fecondary 
Canfes, as was the Conjunétion of thefe two fuperior Planets, 
viz, Saturn and Jupiter, the effects of whieh refulred into that 
Univerfal Deluge,or general overflowing of the whole Earth with 
the Element of Water. But this thall (uffice for the due proof of 
the firft particular, to-wit, That'the Celeftial Bodies have an Infla. 
ence upon the World, for the producing of ftrange fects, as they 
are Inftruments under the firft Canfe, and alfo they are as tous Ma- 
nifeftations before- had of their Events, 

But now I fhall proceed to the fecond particular, viz, That the 
Heavenly Bodies have an Influence upon K ingdoms and States, 
-and.that to the manife/tation of their particular fates or changes, 
the which we have found by Experience of late ycars.in this Ifland, 
verified to the purpofe, and not only this,buc that of /re/and,all ot 
moft of them-made our before by M.Zitly,and others,and by nene 
other way or means bue by the Art of Affrology.by the which they 
have to the purpofe declared the Events and Baas of the Hea- 
venly Bodies in their Influence, and in what particulars they would 
manifeft themfelves. But for the better clearing of this particular, 
i thall give you one or two ancient Prefidents, long ago brought 
topafs: As for inftance, That Star which f uddenly appeared in 
the time of Hipparchus, which fignified the transferring of the 
Greekt/o Empire into the hands of -the Romans, which was not 
effected till 63 years after, which begun about 42 years before 
Chrift. Did not the Conjun@tion of Saturn and /4piter in the 
year 1425. which were in neecpien treacherous and falfe Sign, find 
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usin Englandengaged ina War with France, 5 pain at the fame 
time in divifion about a Succeffor in the Royal Power, aad under 
the effedts of the fame Conjunction He#ry the fixth was crowned 
at Paris ? Alfo under the Conjunétion of the two Superiors in 


- the year 1603. in the Sign of Sagitarius, did not Fames King of 


Scotland come tobe King of England? And as Mr Lilly faith in 
that unparalled Piece, viz. Englands Prophetical Merlin, fpeak- 
ing of this Conjunction, uicih thefe words, © ould a more meno 
rable thing be in thu World, then for a Scotiija ing to become 
Monarch of the Englifo, and that without blows, confidcring the 
former Antipathy betwixt both Nations § Was not this in effect 


a new Monarchy, yea and a great one, to be King of England, 


Scotland,and Ireland ? Aod hath not Ir:land fuffered to the pur- 
pofe unde: the effeéts of thefe two Lunar Eclipfes, which was 
total, which happened the laft year in the ConStellatiens of Tau- 
rus and Scorpio ; the one being Conjunction with that kingly 
Star of the firlt Magnitude, called eAldeberion, or.the Bulls eye, 
of the nature of AZars; the other in the Conjfellation of Scorpio, 
a moft viporons Sign, with fixed ftars of the nature of AZars and 
Saturn, whofe effects did and doth ftill fhew themfelves power- 
fully upon that deplorable Ifland, to the great d.ftruction of her 
Natives ; all which might have been fore-feen by thofe that are 
converfant in. contemplating of rhe Heavens, and yet by no combt- 
nation with the Powers that rule in the dark World. And was not 
ehat Comet which appeared in the year 1618.a fore-runner of ma- 
ny,Changes and Adutations almoft all Exrope over ? And I be- 
lieve that Scotland hath no caufe to boat of the Effects of the 
Conjunétion of the two malevolent Planets, Viz. Saturn and 
Mars in July \aft. They who are defirous to view things of this 
nature, if their own prejudice doth not detain them, they may read 
thofe two Books of Mr Lilly's, viz. Eaglands Prophetical Mer- 
lin, and The Worlds Catastrophe, the firtt publifhed in 1644, the 
other in 1647. the which will produce variety of Prefidents of 
this nature, che which are things of that excellency and worth,that 
go an ingenuous man never thelike were excent in Europe. I could 
be more large inthis particular, but this I hope will fatisfie the 
wile, for others I matter not, whofe Pupedity all the Prefidents in

the world is not able to convince. 

Bat. now I fhall defcend to the third particular, wiz. That the 
Heavenly Bodies have an Influence upon particular Cities, and do 
thew forth fome ftrange Change ot ALutation in their Govern 


ments, Laws, Cufsoms, Liberties, Lofs,and Profit, which are all 


made out before con{picuonfly by the fuperior Bodies, according 
to the.determixation of the firt Canfe, by whofe goodnefs all Ci 
ties flourith, and by whofe will they again decline in their glory 
and pomp, and then fall into flavery and deftru@tion: fo it isno 
wonder if Afonarchies, Kingdoms and Cities do change their 
“Manner of Government, and as it were a thing forfaken of its pre- 
fidential Angel, flying to another nature of other power ; and 
fo always Kingdoms and Cities, when they have attained to the 
height of their glory, they then decline, and become worfe and 
worfe both in their Government and (uftoms, and by that means 
the conditions of men become contrary, fo that a /pirit of hatred 
and fedition is generated, which produces ruine and deftrn@ion, 
ora transferring of the Government thereof unto ftrangers; as 
was that moft magnificent and glorious City of ConStantinople 
from under the Government of Chriftians, now become the Seat 
Koyal of the Paganifh Mahomitan, which was effected under the 
Influence of the Conjunétion of the two Superiors in Cancer, in 
the year 1444. whofe Afcendant is Cancer, the Sign of the Con- 
junction, whofe Chriftiaw Beauty then declined into a Paganifh 
Deformity: And did not the fame Conjunétion produce a vaft 
lofs to the Venicians, by an Inundation of the Sea, to the value of 
a Million of money, whofe Afcendant is that watery Sign of (czn- 
cer? And Ibelieve that London hath no caufe to boat of its be- 
nefit that it hach received from the effects of the la& ConjunGion 
of Saturn and fupiter in the year 164%. vehich was in Pifces, 
which bebolds the Afcendant of Loxdon with a hateful Square ; 
and was not 14-rcwry the Lord thereof under the Sun beams, a: 
afpected by the Moon with a Square? Arguments of no good to 
redound. to it: Neither will the flow motion of malicious Saturn 
through the Con/ellation of the Twins, with the Conjun@tion of 
angry Adars,which was in fuly aft, produce any caute of boafting 
to the ababirants of Londow, either in their Civil Power or Com- 
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merce, the which fome fpace of time may and will make manifeft, 
though not: to the conviction of their felfiJo Opinions, yet will 
prove fatal I fear co their Trade and Commerce, the which the 
declination of their Efates willteftifie: And I wifh, O London, 
that thou mayft not feel the effects thereof alio in thy Goverz— 
ment, whofe Glory exceeds almoft all the Cities in Zurope :, May 
not the cime be, and thar fhortly, that thy pomp and beauty in thy 
Societies may beeclipfed-e I with it may nor, yet I profefs Bfear . 
it: Butno more of thar. Have we not had a clear demonftration 
of the fading glory of the Royal Power in this Kingdom of late, 
which was hinted, nay clearly. manifelted, before-hand in che laft 
Conjunction of the Superiors in Pifces, which beheld the Afcen- 
dant of our Englih Monarchy with a hateful, oppofition, and 
what the product thereof hath been, and is like to be, let the im- 
partial judg ; and not only that Conjunction of che Superiors, but 
all thofe eminent Configurations of late years have manitefted the 
fame : but more efpecially that ftrange Apperition of three Suns 
in Decemb.1648. which were feen vifibly to divers in. Loxdsn,and 
near adjacent, which were the Meffengers of a final Period to that 
Houle, in refpect of the Regal Power, which were the Works of 
the Intelligencial Angels, who were willing to communicate the 
Decree of the great (reator, which was to be effected ina {mall 
{pace of time here below, though.conceived long before.in the bo- 
fom of the firtt Caufe, as all things of the like nacure are. And fhalk 
God be fo willing to fuffer nothing to come to pafs, or be effected 
in this lower world, but doth give unto us firft Celeftial Declara-. 
tions of his Jutentions and Determinations, and fhail we call fnch 
as are converfant in the contemplation of thofe Wonders and My- 
ftertes, Witches, Conjurers, and the like ?- O ingratitude, not to, 
be parallel’d !_ Which of you all who are fo fottith a§ to abufe rhe 
Students in this lawful Art, that would reject the countel of the 
meaneft man who advifeth you of anapparant danger, which is 
_teady for to {eize upon you, and declares the prevention by certain 
_tneanse If you reject ic, worfe then ‘mad men: Will you rejeet 
and flight the Prognofticks of able Artists ? Look toir in time, 
ic{t you be branded for your folly in future Ages: For had his late 
Majesiy, and fome great.men, really confidered the Prophecies of 
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fome Englife Artists, tt had been otherwife with then it was. J 
will give you the Paradoxial Prophecy of that able Artift Mr 
Lilly in Merlin, pag.110. Wo toagreat Family of Europe, that 
Wai ,vs now but [ball be no more ; it’s not old, it’s not ancient, like 
an untimely birth it’s cut off, and foall never again flourifh either 
in Branch or Root,cec. Lord God, fhall the number of fifcy cut off 
nore then five 2 or thalllefs then ninety be alotted for four? Shall 
the Virgin be barren, and the Lyon have no iffue? Shall lefs then 


36 end in.two? Shall the fecond end in a Cipher ? Shall feven- 


comé to be one, and thennone? This is a Myftery to many, yet 
true in its effects ; part of which isexactly tuifilled, the reft makes 


hafte, and in its time muft conclude the Prophecy. 1 were able to 


produce other Prefidents of the like natnre, but this fhall ferve to 
clear the Celeftial Influences upon Families. — 
Now I thall {peak briefly to the laft particular, i=. That the 

Heavenly Bodies have a refpect in their Influence to particular 
ones, to the Manifeftation of thofe feveral Occurrences which are, 
to befallchem in this inferior world:. For every fingle man and 
woman, when they begin to have Being: under adeterminate Af- 
feendant and Heavenly Conftellation, they receive with that Be- 
ing a wonderful virtue of: working and fuffering, more then;what 
it receives from its proper kind, by the Influence of the Heavens, 
from ‘the obedience of the matter’ of the thing generable, which 
contains in it {elf properties ofithe Elemental Virtacs, witha {ub- 
til ayratypirit which makes the fiminal matter fruitful, thewhich 
igapt to receive any impreffion from ‘the Celeftial Virtues, and 
the Higher Powers difpofing the Elemental ‘Properties, and doth 
inflamp its:virtve and form upon the gencrable matter, fuitable 
to its cotrefpondency to the: Celeftial Souls ,. from the which 
ground the matter thus formed and difpoted,, it comes to be mo- 
=a to obedience unto'thofe Higher Powers ;: fo that according to 
the motions of the Superiors and their Tnfuences, divers effects, in- 
clinations and. behaviors are wrought, not only from the waster 
diverfly difpofed (as the moft think ), but. from. the diverfe Infu- 
“ence of the Superiors, and their different forms ; and the degrees 

of thefe are diverfly difttibured of God, the firft Caufe or all, who 
remains the-fame, diftributes to every one as he fees good, to 
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24 Magick (> Afirology vindicated. 
which the fecondary Caufes do co-operate, Argelical and Celefti- 
al, in their difpofing of the corporal matter, and other things com- 
mitted to them: So that from hence Affrologiaes fay, That fome 
menare Solar, andfome men Adercarial, aad fo of the reft, be- 
caufe that they have received in theit beginnings, virtme and opera. 
tion from thofe Bodies, in the correfpondency of their /eminal 
matter with thofe Stars, both in their odses and inclinations, 
which fhew themtelves more con{picuonfly and powerful when 
the raternal facwlty hath attained its proper power and {trength, 
which it reeeived at its firft Being : So that inclinations and beha~ 
viors of all men do appear in their workings or fufferings more 
or lefs, {uitable to that virtae which they have received from the 
Superiors, and correfpond with them, fo far forth as they rule 
thofe properties ; for in fome men the virt#e of the Celeftial Souls 
are lefs drowned, and lefs incumbered with costrariety, and in 
fuch that virtwe is more con{picuons and perfec then in others, 
which made the Platenicks to fay, That Celeftial Virtues Werew 
infufed according to the defert of the matter ; which we {ee ve- 
ried in Chrift, who by reafon of the purity and perfection of the 
sorporal matter, it was capable to receive the fuinefs of the Divi- 
mity i Whom it dwelt (as the Scripture faith) bodily, the excellency 
of whofe Perfon:was manifefted to the A4agi at his Birth by that. 
wew Star whichled them tochis prefence to worfhip him, which: 
was a Celcftial Demonftration of his Divine ‘Defcent: Not un- 
like to that was the Star in the time of e4uguftus Cefar, inthe 
which Sybilia T iburtixa Chewed to the faid Anguftus the Image 
of a beantifal Virgix,holding a Boy in her bofom,and faying, Ths 
Child ts more woble and greater then thou, Worfhip bim, And 
according to the verification of fome learned Authors, the Horo- 
{cope of our Saviours Nativity was in the firt Decade 0° Virgo, 
in the which before his AZanifestatiow in the fleth was a Conjun.’ 
tion of Saturn, Pupiter and Mercury, whith did fore- thew his 
Birth: And according to the opinion of A/bumazer, that in the 
fame Decade of Virgo, afcendeth a beautiful Virgin, of a comely 
Body, pleafant (ountenance, meade? Attire, long Hair, holding 
two Plums in her band, fitting upow a golden Throne, and nonrifh- 
ing 4 Bey. And of the fame opinion was Abrahans,whofe words 
are 
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are thefe; There a{ceudeth. in the firft face of Virgo avery fair 
Virgin, bavixg laze Hair, holdixt twa ears of Corn in her hand, 

and joe fitteth mpon a feat, and nourifbing a little Bay by giving 

him fuck , ava encsting bimtoeat: All which were nothing elfe 
but dugelical ALanifestations of that purity and perfeclion of 
Nature which was to be brought forth into the world in the Ha- 
wmanity of -Ghrift, the which I think no ingennous man will deny, 
But now I will proceed. Now becaufe of this izherent corre|pon- 
dent Property which the matter. of the Body hath received trom 
the /uperior Powers and Virtues in its beginning of Being, it comes 
to be moved to thofe feveral aétions of palfion, either of love or 
enmity, by the movings of the Superiors to the like, for in them ie 
is firft conceived, and fo carried: down by their Influence upon 
thofe Bodies, that have a /ecret virtue of correfpondency, and a 
reciprocal property of embracing thofe Influences; from whence I 
conceive that that part of A/frolozy hath its Ground which we 
call Horary Queftions ; for it is found by large experience, that 
when any perfon is moved really in his mind to any particular AG, 
and is carried out to propofe a queftion to an Artilt, that then the 
Heavens and thofe fuperior Bodies do containa true and real de- 
{cription of the Act.and its event, anfwerable to that operation ar 
moving of the inferior mind of the petfon ; for whatfoever is a@- 
ed. in and by man, is.at firlt conceived inthe Heavens, and fo fara 
good experient Artif is not deceived ; but when there is no {uch 
moying in the Supériors, then there is no.perfect moying or opera- 
sion upon or in the mind. of a perfon, bat imperfe, and fuch as it 
is, doth fometimes produce .a flight defire or will in the perfon to 

know. fomething, but what he knows nots: and in this refpe@t the 

Heavens give no demonftration of the event, which in many young 
Artifis hath been the caufe (fear) of thofe many fale Judgments, 
which arife from a want of, trie koowledg and undertanding of 

the minds of the-Supetiors, which Ignorance hath caufed them to 
{peak their own shomghrs for-the fence: of the Heavens, as if they 
had all the fyperior Bodies, with cheir feveral Jatelligences in the 
bridle.of their Pockst gain} but. they ought to know, that thofe 
Divine Powers are not ordained to ferve men tofuch bafe ends, 

whofe fond.prefumption is as ie as Phaetons folly, who to de- 

haere (ake t® clare 
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clare himfclf of the linage of Heaven, produced his own overthrow, 
and others ruines: If you be the true fons of Art, undertake no 
{uch inspoffibilities, as to rulethe Heavenly Powers with the reins 
of your own fancies. 1 {peak this to thofe young St#dents, who 
are (Iam afraid) not well acquainted with the natural Adotion of 
the Orbs,muchiefs with thofe excellent Powers that are Rulers of 
them under the firft Caufe. And not only of them alone, but of 
the Terreftial world in theit due order, for a certain limit of time, 
appointed by the Wafdom of that chicf Good, who made all things 
in form and order, and doth by his Power,given forth to thofe his 
Celcftial Minifters,govern it in chelike formand order,to the fhew- 
ing forth of his Majetty,Glory, Power, and infinite Wifdom; and 
every Age from the beginning is found by obfervation to have 
had fome kind of refpect in their actions co the nature of the An- 
gel or Spirit then Ruling, {uitable to the capacity of thofe then go- 
verned ; and if I miftake not, we in this prefent Age are under the 
Rule of Raphael, which ts the eaufe (according to the determina- 
tiow of the firft Caufe) of thofe abundant Seéts, Opinions, Herefies, 
Fancies of the brain Disputes, Contentions, Subtilty, Falfhood, 
Unftability, cunning and Witty Policy, and the like, of all which 
the former Ages knew not the like: This is a great Myftery to 
moft, and a thing not perfect to any; I mean, the true knowledg 
ef this Angelical Rule, the which our Reafons are not able to af- 
cend up unto, but hath been found out-by obfervation of fomeé in 
former Ages, and the experience of' {ome of late, learned in the 
moft occult Powers of Nature.’ And a Myftery not inferior to 
this, is chat fecret virtwe and admirable fignification that is mani- 
feftly known by long experience to be in thofe twelve Divifions of 


the Heavens, called the twelve Adanfions or Houles of Heaven,and 


have relation to all things appertaining to the life, quality, and con- 
dition of every one in what relation foever hie may or can be; the 
which fecret virtue in the Heavens is hid trom the eyes of our 


Reafon, thongh the virtue, power! and fignification of them are - 


dayly found by experience, which is’no ftrange thing that our 
Reafon fhould not fathom the depth thereof to find the Canfe and 
Ground: For.we {ce the manifeftation of the virtue of the Load- 
ftone ina vifible attraction of Iron co it {elf, but know not the fe- 
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cret Canfe thereof: And fuch virtwes the Philofophers called 
hidden Qualities becaufe the Caufes of them are hid,to that mans 
nnderftanding cannot find them cut no ways,but long obfervarion 
and expetience hath found out. many things of the like Nature, 
which Search and Reafon conld not attain. As for inftance; We 
fee that in the ftomack the meat that we eat is digefted by hear, 
which we truly know, fo icis transformed by 4 fecret tirtue, 
which we know not, bur not by heat ; for then why not at the 
fire,as well as in the ftomack ? buc thar of a certain it is transforms 
into adue nonrifhmenc of the Body, by what virtue we are not 
able to find. So alfo it is reported, that the Ea/Pridg concoés cold 
and molt hard Iron, and digefts it into a due nourihment of its 
body whofe ftomack (as it is reported) is not hurt wich hot Icon : 
So the Echenes {tops the fhip, and the Salamander abides the fire 
without hurt,and the Amber draws all things to itexcept Bafil: 
thefe are the works of hidden Virtues, which we admire and are 
amazed at, as unknown to usin refpeét of their Caufes ; but our 
experience doth find the vifible working, and the cffeéts of thole 
Secret and occult properties. 

T hope, gentle Reader,by this, that chis excellent Art of A/tro- 
logy isno fuch thing as the world thinks ft to be, nor as that ridi- 
culous Pamphlet terms it ; thou feeft it clear from the jealonfie of 
a ‘Diabolical Agent; in it theré is no workings by a combination 
with the power of the dark world, but to be wholy celeftial and 
divine. And although fome men have abufed it to bafe ends, by 
the inftigacion of the Devil, and hath bewitched fome fancies, and 
and led them to Idolatry asa Doctrine of Religion, and corrupted 
the word «-4/frology by giving a divine Power to the Stars which 

they have not, that ts, an independing Power of themfelves, and fo 
have been eftcemed as gods, and not as Inftraments {et up by the 
firft Caufe ; all which f contemn ; but the abufe of rhe thing takes 
not away the Art, confidering that-the Heavenly Bodies have and 
do exercife their virtues upon the Inferiors: For it is vulgarly 
known to thofe who have but the fnmialleft knowledg of the Cele: 
{tial Bodies, That the Sun and Star of AZars doth dry, the Moon 
doth moiften, and govern the Tydes of the Sea, that Jupiter and 


Mercury doth produce winds,and Saturn dark and ob{cure wea. ‘ 
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Ther; and that the ftars do differ in magnitude, and to all che tars 
God hach given their proper names, which had they not influences 
and virtues different they need not. And:as it is Lawful in all the 
parts of it, as I have fpoken before : 2 

So alfo it is moft Ancient, and was practifed by the moft good 
and holicft men. For Cham the fon of Noah, who (as Caffianus 
reporteth) was knowing not only in this Arc, but in all che feven 
Libral Sciences, who-having a fore-knowledg of the Univerfal 
Flood, that he might preferve his atraimments to after Ages, ene 
sraved them in 14 Pillars, feven of Brick co refit che injury of fire, 
and feven of Brafs to oppofe the force of water ; all which others 
conceive were known to that juft and holy man’ Noah, and 
left by him to his fons. So alfo’ 4brabam,that righteous man (as 
J oféphies rcports} was very much learned in thefe Arts; morethen 
any other in that Age, if he did not abundantly exceed them al, 
differing from the wifdom of after Times in this,that he knew and 
acknowledged the true Caufe and Giver of life and virtue to Na- 
ture,and alinatural things ; whereas others forgetting this, adored 
the Inftruments or fecond Caufes, and did arrribute proper 
dtrength to the things themfelves, from which the effeéts were fens 
fible, which belongs to that Wifdom, which being one,and remain- 
ing init felf, can do all things; and renéwerh all. And £ upolemen 
doth affirm, Thar 4brabaw,the holieft and wifelt of men, did firlk 
teach the C haldeans,then the Phenitians, and la{tly the E Cyptian 
Pricfis, Altrology and Divine Knowledg ; and that he did- (,as 
Philo faith) diligently contemplate the Heavens, which the Scrip- 
tare feemerh to hint out, in the promife of God to him concerning 
the multiplicsty of his Seed. So alfo that good man jacob under- 
ftood that the Sn (in the dream of 74/eph) had fignification of 
himfelf, and thar the A/con was meant his wife, and the c/even: 
Stars hisfons. Alfo 704, that jult man, was verfed in the know-. 
ledg of the itars, where he denominateth the names of Artarns, 
Orion, and Pleiades, and alfo the divifions of the. Heavens and 
Earth in thofe words, aaa the Climates of the South; {o that when 
God ‘pleaded his own Power and Greatnefs, he nfeth the fame 
Stars or Conftellations to convince 706 with, and alfo'dorh declare 
their Influetice upoa the Elementary Properties, for faith he, Can? 
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shou reftrain the [weet Influence of the Pleiades, or unloofe the 
bands of Orien ? Canft thon guide Arturus and his fons ? What 
the product of their Influence there meant, let all Commenters de- 
‘clare, abd all fuch as have received a prejudicé againft this lawful 


Art contemplate in their minds. So likewife A/o/es, a man of 
God, was-verfed. excellently in all the learning of the Egyptians, 


who were a people chat were moft rare in the knowledg of thefe - 


Arts, more then any other Nations whatfoever. So Daniel and 
the three Children, it is{aid, Thacihe King found them tea times 
better then all the Magicians and Astrologers that Were in his 
Realm ; which had theynot been knowing in both thofe Sciences, 
they would not have been compared with them, for always a wife 
man maketh comparifons in things’of a like nature ; and how un- 
reafonable and unjuft would the Decree have been, that Déniel 
and his fellows fhould have beenflain, with the reft of the 7/e 
men of Babel, had not they been Proteflors of the fame Sciences ? 
For the Scripture faith, That the Decree Went forth, that the Wife 
men fronld be flain ; and they fought after Daniel and his fellows 
to flay them With the réft. And Solomon, the wife of men, was 
excellenrly acquainted with thie natural virtues of things, alfo in 
their operations and effects, with their feveral Times and Seafons, 
for to every action -and thing there is a time appointed by the inf. 
nite Wifdom and Fore-knowledg’ of the firft Canfe, the whieh 
time and feafon-in reference to means and event is either good or 
evil, not that there is any evilin Time it (elf, butin refpect of thofe 
many’ ¢ffeéts that are by certain means to be produced, for all things 
and actions are manifefted in their due times andfeafons, fo' that all 
things follow in'their kind each other by a certain eternat conti- 
neity, and in thisregard T+me comes to be termed good or evil: 
For this is clear, chat all creatures have their feafons of beginning 
of life, motion, ftrength, &c. but not all at one and the fame time. 
So in the Heavens, all chings and ations, which are to be broughe 
to'pafs here below, ate not conceived in the minds of the Celettial 
Souls at one and the {ame time, but anfwerable to thofe times and 
feafons in the which they are to be manifefted. here in this inferior 
world’: and therefore for any to expect to have a demonttration 


from the Heavens of future events before their feafon, fhall and 
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muft acknowledg that he looked for it in an evil time.

And thus have Igivenchee, Ingenuous Reader, an /mpartsat 
Yccouat of the Lawfulne’s of both thefe ¢rts, which) 1s the pre- 
{ent apprehenfion that I have of the m,according co chat fall mea- 
fure of knowledg thac I have attained to in. my private fiudy, 
which is but as it were of yefterday and the firlt of this nature that 
T ever ateempted to commit to writing, which indecd was drawn 
from me by the importunity of fome private friends, who are-well- 
withers to thefé excellent Arts, though but fecretdy for thee own 
private Exercife and Recreation ; for my own part, did I but ap- 
prehend upon a real Experiment, chac there were in the true and 
{ubftantial Grounds of this Arr any evil and Diabolical Incum- 
brance , I would be the firft thac fhould according to my weak 
abilities manifelt ic to the world ;. for 1 am one that as to any Art’ 
am: not fo taken witha blind affection, that'to conclude it to be 
abfolure and lawful for my aff&@ion fake, but can and will refrain 
the Study of any Art or Science, of the which my Reafon and Ex- 
periment is convinced, to be unlawful, and not convenient fora 
Chriftians Exercife. I profefs,I had not appeared in Print, had not 
that {mall Pamphlet been fo long without an Anfwer ; and 
though it doth not contain any folid Argument againft either of 
thefe Arts, yet fuch is the fond prejudice that many in Exglana 
hath taken againft them, that they are ready to conclude that it ts 
indeed fo'as that Book reports, and alfo that I might draw forth 


- fome more able then my felf to vindicate thefe Arrs, and it is very 


probable that: which I have done toward that end may find cen- 
{ures from many: Some may callme a Star-gazer ; Itell thee 
whatfoever thou art, I can fee thy folly and ignorance in’the leatt 
ftar, and thy great Creators Glory in the fmalleft beam : Others 
may fay, That of a Christian I am become a Difciple to Plato; 1 
profefs I cannot fee one feat in his School for thy ignorance, whofe 
common Precepts were more divine then thy belt Profeffion, and 
fuch as thou who termeft thy felf a Chriftian not capable to re- 
ceive. And for my felf, I defiré truly to be Philofopher in the 
right knowledg of the Caufe of Caufes; tobe a Platonick,, na 
true apprchenfion of the Angelical and Incele€tual World; to bea 
Star-gazcr, fo that I may really cqntemplate the Heavens, ,and 
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Celeftial Bodies ; to be a Stoick; to attain a great meafure of Pa- 
tience ; tobea Hermet, as to the incombrances of the world ; 
and yet to bea Chriftiaw, inthe trae reception of the benefic of 
my Saviours Paffion, which is the way for me to my Perfection, 
And therefore toall you Students in A¢agick and Aftrology, 
fee that you walk humbly with your God, ‘be not proud of your 
attainments, fot you have received them; havea good Cenfci- 
ence in your walkings toward men, fo fhall you be more able to 
operate truly in thefe Arts ; labour to reduce yout fpirits into the 
form &likenefs of thofeCeleftial Powers,and then you may receive 
divine Power and Virtue from them; and ftudy to know thy 
Creator in all thofe abundance of Creatures that thou feeft fcarter- 
ed up and down in the world, in which more or lets of his Glory 
and Brightnefs doth refide,and then how happy wilt chou be: Ler 
not Covetoufnefs over{way thy Judgment, and then both thefe 
Arts willbe Honorable, in {pight of all Oppofers. This is all chat
